Said He Was Look iug For Nan 


Whom He Intended to Kill 


on Sight 


Following a drunk en 
altercation 
Saturday evening, near the Stark sa 
loon on West Third street, Thomas 
Brown, of this city , shot John Peters, 
of 817 North 18th street, St. Louis, 
through the neck with a thirty -two 
caliber revolver. 
The two men had 
a few words when Brown pulled out 
his gun and fired three shots while 
standing within a few feet of the man, 
but fortunately only one took effect, 
going in the front of the neck and 
coming out near the back . 
The wound 
is not a serious one. 
Thero is no explanation offered for 
the shooting other than the prattle of 
drnnk en men, who do 
not think . 
Brown said at the jail Saturday even­ 
ing after he was arrested : 
“ There’s no nse to tell lie abont 
it, and I might as well tell the truth. 
Friday night I had a light with John 
Moran and he cnt me on the arm with 
a k nife. 
I had to go to a doctor to 
have it sewed up. 
I made up my mind 
Saturday 
morning to k ill him 
on 
sight. 
I was look ing for him all day 
Saturday , and I would have k illed 
him sure if I 
had seen him. 
This 
guy that I shot, he k ept following me 
around all Jay and several times he 
took my gnn away from me. 
A while 
ago I went out in the y ard east of the 
saloon and lie followed me. 
He got 
fresh and tried to pick a tight out of 
me. 
I told him to stay away and he 
k ept coming, so I up and shot. 
How 
many times did I hit him?” 
“ Once,” was the answer given. 
“ W hereat?” he ask ed. 
“ In the neck .” 
“ Well, that’s where I tried to hit 
him .” 
Brown did not seom to be worried 
about incarceration, and his only re­ 
gret was that he did not “ get” Moran. 
While he was talk ing in his cell, the 
injured man was being attended by 
Dr. Wooden and Otis'Oaldwell, in the 
lobby of the jail. 
Brown and Peters seemed to be less 
interested in the affair [than any of 
the five hundred who gathered about 
the jail. 
The injured man ask ed for 
a chew of 
tobacco as soou 
as his 
wound was dressed, and danced a jig 
on the jail floor to show that he was 
still in good shape. 
After Brown shot Peters he cooly 
walk ed away and came up town. 
To 
a number of people along the way he 
apprised them of the shooting 
Oity 
Marshal Price was notified by phone, 
and starting for the west end he passed 
Brown in front of E arly ’s barber shop. 
At that time he did not k now who had 
done the shooting. 
Some one shouted 
to him that Brown was the man w ant­ 
ed and he turned and started after 
the fellow. 
Brown ran down the a l­ 
ley , east of the postoflice, but the ofti 
cer overtook him before he had gone 
many feet. He turned, pistol in hand, 
and would 
probably have shot the 
officer, but he made a dash for the 
pistol hand and wrenched it away 
from him. 
Peters has a wife living in St. Louis, 
and has the mark s of several battles 
on his body . 
He ask ed the officers not 
to apprise his wife of the shooting. 
He has been hore but a few day s and 
work ed Friday at the city water ai d 
light plant, shoveling coal. 
Brown will be given a preliminaiy 
hearing before May or Cowing tomor­ 
row morning, and Peters, who is in 
jail, will probably be held to appear 
against his assailant. 
Biown is a son of Patsy Brown, de­ 
ceased, who formerly lived ou the cor­ 
ner cf First and Perk ins street.

Marcus Lafay ette Sisson, of „Center 
township, commissioner of Rush coun­ 
ty for two terms, was found dead in 
bed at the home of his son, Dr. E ar­ 
nest B. Sisson, at 
Greenfield, this 
morning. 
Mr. Sisson left here Saturday for 
ajvisit with his son, and was in good 
spirits and apparently 
fairly 
good 
health. 
When]he did not come down 
stairs to break fast this morning, the 
family made 
an 
investigation anti 
were surprised and shock ed to find the 
aged man oold in death. 
Death was 
dne to heart trouble. 
Mr. Sisson was w il and favorably 
k nown in the county and had a legion 
of 
staunch friends. 
In politics he 
was a staunch and active Republican, 
and in his religions belief he was a 
Universalisfc. 
Since the death [of his 
wife about two y ears ago, he has Jived 
alone on his farm in Center township, 
where he spent 62 y ears of his life. 
Mr. Sisson was pie son of Nelson 
and 
Jane 
Sisson, pioneers of this 
oounty , and be was born on his fath­ 
er’s farm in Center township, on Sep­ 
tember 17th. 1815 
After receiving a 
common school education, he began 
farming for himself at the age of 
eighteen, and followed this vocation 
continuously until his death, and was 
numbered among Kush county ’s most 
successful farmers. 
His farm com­ 
prises 132 acres, twelve miles north of 
Rushville, near 
the Henry 
county 
line, and is one of the best and most 
productive in the county . 
February 10th, 1868, he was united 
in marriage to Miss Nancy E. Harrold, 
of^Henry county . 
To this union three 
sons were born : Ernest Sisson, wlio 
is practicing medicine at Greenfield, 
at whose home 
he 
died; Everett 
Sisson, who 
is located in Chicago, 
and Fred Sisson, who remained on the 
home farm. 
Mr. Sisson was elected county com­ 
missioner in November, 181X1, but did 
not tak e his seat until December in 
the following y ear, and was a mem­ 
ber of the board at the time when the 
new court house was finished and ac­ 
cepted. 
Mr. Sisson served in Com­ 
pany A, 13fith Volunteer 
Infantry , 
and enlisted at the age of eighteen. 
The funeral services will be conduc­ 
ted by Dr. Frothingham of Chicago, 
at the residence in Center township at 
2 p. m 
Interment in Shiloh ceme­ 
tery .

SADLY TELLS HER STORY 


Did Not Realize She Was Violat­ 


ing the Law as a Lawy er 


Advised Her 


Mrs. Clara 
Miller-Daniel 
Boone 
Thorpe-Levi was arrested in Oolnmbns 
Saturday on a charge of bigamy and 
brought to this city and placed in the 
Rush county jail. 
This morning she 
was released on bail. 
Of her arrest 
the Oolnmbns Repnblican say s: 
“ Sheriff Cox received a warrant for 
the arrest of Clara Thorpe, the condi­ 
tional wife of Daniel Boone Thorpe, 
formerly of Rush county , but who is 
at this time reported to be sojourning 
in this [county . 
The sheriff located 
Mrs. Thorpe on the farm of Morgan 
Quick , two miles north of Columbus, 
where she was [living with William 
Levi. 
“ The warrant charges bigamy . Levi 
was employ ed by Morgan Quick as a 
farm hand, and he has been living and 
work ing in that 
capacity on 
Mr. 
Quick ’s farm since last April. Sheriff 
Cox drove out to the Quick home this 
morning 
and arrested 
the woman 
whom Mr. Quick thought was Levi’s 
wife. 
“ The accused woman was brought 
to Columbus by Sheriff Cox and she 
was accompanied by William Levi, to 
whom she was married in Greensburg 
on the twenty -eighth of last January . 
She was also accompanied by her 
twelve-y ear-old son, the only child 
she has. 
Mrs. Levi, or Mrs. Thorpe, 
which ever she is legally , is a daugh­ 
ter of Charles Miller, of North Wash- 
ngton street, who is employ ed at the 
Reeves factory 
‘W hen[seenat the county jail this 
morning the woman said that she re­ 
married under the firm belief that she 
was absolutely divorced from her first 
husband, and that she was led to that 
bslief by her lawy er, to whom she had 
paid eighteen dollars, and who had 
told her that she was divorced. 
She 
said she remained at Rushville for 
two months after the divorce trial, 
when she went to the home of her sis­ 
ter in Decatur county ,’and later was 
married to her present husband. 
She 
also said that her first husband was a 
ne’r do well, that he drank heavily 
and would tak e the money she earned 
at washing and buy strong drink with 
it, and that the last she heard of him 
he was in the Rush county poor asy lum 
and that was 
last winter. 
Before 
tak ing 
employ ment 
with 
Morgan 
Quick , Levi and his wife lived for a 
time on Blessing’s farm east of Oolum- 
bns. 
The prisoner is a plain, mild 
mannered woman and it is evident 
from her conversation and demeanor 
that if she had violated the marriage 
laws she is not aware of it. 
“ Sheriff Cox took Mrs. Levi-Thorpe 
to 
Rushville 
Saturday 
afternoon, 
where he 
turned her 
over to the 
sheriff of Rush county .”

A dispatch from Washington y ester­ 
day say s: Friends of Representative 
James E. Watson, cf Indiana, have an 
intimation that a new honor may come 
to him when Congress reassembles in 
December. 
The 
retirement 
from 
Congress of Gen. Charles H. Gros- 
venor of Ohio leaves a vacancy on the 
Committee of Rules of the House of 
Representatives, 
and Mr. 
Watson’s 
name is being suggested for the place. 
Gen. Grosvenor was a member of the 
Way s and Means Committee, and by 
the termination of his public services 
Mr. Watson will move np a notch 
nearer the Way s and Means chairman 
ship, even if the speak er does not ap­ 
point him on the Committee on Rules. 
The Committee on Rules has vastly 
more authority than any other com­ 
mittee of the tTnitefl States Congress. 
For several y ears the Republican 
members of that committee have been 
the speak er and Representative Datzell 
of Pennsy lvania and Grosvenor, of 
Ohio. 
The order of business in the 
House is determined by the three ma­ 
jority members of the Rules Commit­ 
tee, and they exert tremendous influ­ 
ence in shaping legislated. 
Critics on 
the Democratic side of the chamber 
often refer to the Committee on Rules 
as an autocratic body . 
Of course neither Speak er Cannon 
nor Mr. Watson will conoede the pos­ 
sibility of the Indianian’s promotion, 
for that would do violence to the 
proprieties, inasmuch as a brand new 
Congress will tak e office in December 
and it will necessarily go through the 
formality 
of 
electing a speak er. 
’Uncle Joe” has a habit of say ing 
when interrogated concerning liis com- 
mi tee appointm ents: 
“ Why bless [y our life, I 
haven't 
been elected speak er 
y et and who 
k nows that I will be?” 
Notwithstanding Uncle Joe’s mod­ 
esty there are numerous persons who 
have a shrewd guess on the subject 
of his chances for being re-elected 
speak er, which are 
generally 
pro­ 
nounced “ A 1.” 
For the vacancy on 
the Rnles Committee he will want a 
member whose relations with himself 
are most confidential, who has proved 
himself a splendid performer in team 
work and who can mak e a convincing 
argument on short notice in favor of 
any rule that may be brought into 
the House. 
Who can fill [this bill better than 
James Eli Watson? is a question that 
is being ask ed by members of Congress 
in various [States. 
As whip of the 
House Watson has 
proved 
himself 
adept in team work and there isn’t 
another solon in Congress who is more 
highly thought of by “ Uncle Joe.” 
If he should happen to [get this 
ap­ 
pointment be {would become one of 
the three most influential men in the 
House of Representativee.

Hartford City. Ind., Aug. 19 .—Not­

10 per cent of the 
m anufacturers hav e ev en started to 
mak e repairs on their factories. 
The only hand-operating plant in the 
United States which Is lik ely to re­ 
sume on Sept. 3 is that of the Cole 
Glass company at Lancaster, O.. which 
two years ago registered In the open- 
shop column and has since been oper­ 
ated independent of union control. 
Wage scales will hardly be giv en 
out 
by the 
Amalgamated 
Window 
Glass 
W ork ers’ association 
before 
Sept. 15, possibly later. 
Most plants 
are not In shape to mak e glass for a 
month or more, and the refusal of the 
work ers to accept anything but a flat 
scale mak es it ev ident that many of 
the m anufacturers will mak e no at­ 
tempt to get ready for a start. 
It is hardly probable that any new 
glass will be placed on the m ark et 
before Oct. 1 or 15 at the earliest, 
with little lik elihood of glass in any 
large quantities being placed in the 
hands of the buyers before the last 
named date or possibly later. 
W ar between the m anufacturers and 
the work men is ev ident again this 
year. 
With the m anufacturers de­ 
manding a sliding scale and the work ­ 
ers refusing to accept anything but 
a flat scale, there Is little chance of 
a general resumption until late In the 
fire. 
The mak ers of window glass 
say that they cannot operate with a 
flat scale of wages and compete with 
the machine of the American Window 
Glass company, and they say they will 
mak e no attem pt to do so. It is doubt­ 
ful if the two big Johnston plants in 
this city are operated at all this fire 
unless the management is able to se­ 
cure a sliding scale.

A R M Y G R O W ING B E T T E R 


De c re a s e In Numbe r of Courts M a rtia l 


During the Ye a r. 
Washington, Aug. 19 .—The annual 
report of Acting Judge Adv ocate Gen­ 
eral Porter shows that there was a de­ 
crease of 683 In the number of courts 
m artial In the army during the last 
fiscal year. 
The total number was 
3,9 13, 
including 
thirty-two 
officers, 
twenty-three of whom were conv icted. 
Among the enlisted men by far the 
great er number of court martial trials 
Were on account of desertion, there 
being no less than 
1,101 cases, and 732 
cases of absence without leav e. 
Four 
officers were dismissed by sentence as 
against fourteen last year. 
The report dwells upon the ev il re­ 
sults following the passage of the 
anti-canteen act, which, it is said, "has 
undoubtedly caused the location near 
military reserv ations of resorts for 
the sale of intoxicants, which pander 
to the appetites and passions of these 
enlisted men. who largely by reason 
of the prohibition in question frequent 
the same. 
These resorts are beyond 
the control of the military authorities 
and their presence is highly detrim en­ 
tal to m ilitary discipline. 
If such leg­ 
islation 
(prohibiting saloons within 
1% miles of a military post) were 
followed In all states, the effect would 
undoubtedly be conduciv e to m ilitary 
discipline and reduce the number of 
eourtmartia! trials for offenses due to 
drunk enness.”

19 .—The decline in 
prices which has been in progress for 
some time past continued during the 
past week , with many securities reach 
Ing their lowest quotations in years. 
Successiv e wav es of liquidation during 
the last few months hav e swept away 
the profits of years and hav e made 
the stock mark et extremely sensitiv e 
and v ulnerable to America. 
The con­ 
tributing causes to the situation hav e 
been and are the fears of further re­ 
strictiv e campaigns against corpora­ 
tions by the next congress and the 
legislatures of v arious state's; higher 
rates for money, with reduced supply 
of av ailable funds; apparent indiffer­ 
ence to the decline in stock prices on 
the part of interests with large cap­ 
ital inv estments at stak e; v isible signs 
of weak spots in the trade situation, 
and monetary conditions that preclude 
any 
hope 
of 
immediate aid 
from 
Europe for American business enter- 
prices or stock m ark et operations. 
The week began with the m ark et 
under a cloud. 
Liquidation had not 
run its course ev er* after the ten and 
fifteen points decline of the preced­ 
ing week . 
The heav y reduction in 
loans the prev ious Saturday hardly 
compensated for the large loss In cash 
and with another gov ernment report 
on the Standard Oil company, pub­ 
lished on Monday morning. Wall street 
began the week nerv ous and appre­ 
hensiv e. Combined with this were the 
expressions of a cabinet member con­ 
cerning the proposed plan of prosecu­ 
tion of corjioration managers who v io­ 
late the law. 
As a result holders of 
securities did not k now how long 
their shares would btf immune from 
attack . 
Fears of further proceedings 
against corporations made the capi­ 
talists back of them indifferent as to 
the outcome, and it was obv ious that 
they were giv ing no support to the 
mark et. 
This Indifference was a v al­ 
uable asset to the speculators for the 
decline and they offered prices down 
with continuing success. 
News dev elopments helped to play 
into the hands of the element work ing 
for lower prices. 
The strik e of the 
telegraph operators, while not v ery 
disturbing to business, caused annoy­ 
ance and the most was made of it as 
an unfav orable incident. 
More legiti­ 
mate, howev er, as ammunition for 
lower prices was the failure of the 
Pope Manufacturing company and the 
apprehension created of similar em 
harrassm ent in other quarters. 
An example of the state of the mon­ 
ey market is giv en by the fact that 
the Consolidated Gas company, which 
Is dominated by Standard Oil Inter 
cats, was forced to borrow on one-year 
note at 7 per cent. A large amount cf 
money was loaned for six months at 
7 per cent. 
Commercial pajier seems 
to be discounting *V*wly and the hank s 
reported many clients who seldom 
come to them for accommodations, 
rather maintaining respectable bal­ 
ances, but forced to borrow because 
of poor collections. 
Ixicallv there is a disposition to rely 
on the treasury again for assistance, 
but so far that departm ent has made 
no sign. 
Meanwhile the New York 
hank s are low In reserv e, the interior 
is k eeping up its exchange against 
New York , and the crop-mov ing sea­ 
son, which drains the reserv e cities 
each year despite the talk of ability 
of the interior to finance itself, is mov ­ 
ing along to its flood.
